J  Introduction: 

V  I.  Eiis  report  supplements  all  earlier  architectiiral  studies  of  the  Back  Bay- 

District"  and  vas  prepared  as  a  courprehensive  listing  of  notable  buildings 
on  CoiEBion'wealtli  Avenue,  and  Beacon,  Marlborough,  Nevbury  and  Boylston 
Streets,  Included  in  the  attached  sun^ey  catalo::;ue  are  those  buildings  in 
the  District  that  laerit  special  attention  for  preservation  and  the  strictest 
desipyi  reviev  controls.  Each  notation  in  the  catalogue  provides  a  brief 
stylistic  description,  the  date(s)  of  construction,  and  whenever  known, 
architect. 

Historical  data  for  this  report  was  derived  from  Bainbridge  Bunting's  thesis 
Eie  Architectural  History  of  the  Back  Bay  and  the  Preliminary  Report  on  the 
Back  Bay  publiclied  by  the  Boston  Historic  Conservation  Coannittee  in  ISSk, 

II.  Coffipleiaenting  the  su3rvey  are  two  maps  of  the  Back  Bay  indicating: 

—  the  architectural  style  of  each  of  the  buildings  described  in  the 
catalogue, 

—  the  pattern  of  distribution  of  these  buildings  in  the  Back  Bay  District. 

Copies  of  these  maps  are  available  at  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in 
the  files  of  the  Back  Bay  Project  Director  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Back 
•Bay  Architectural  Commission. 

\     III.  a)  Selected  Buildings: 

1.  include  examples  of  all  Back  Bay  building  types. 

2.  represent  a  full  range  of  Victorian  and  early  twentieth  century 
Back  Bay  architectural  style  —  ca.  I856-I92O.

—  of  later  alterations  and  additions

b)  Exclusion  of  a  building  from  the  catalogue  is  not  indicative  of  a  lack 
of  Eierit,  but  rather  of  a  relatively  lesser  quality  as  either  an  indivi- 
dual structure  or  block  component.  As  has  already  been  noted  in  the 
Preliminary JReporb  of  the  Boston  Historic  Conservation  Committee,  few 
tuilBlngs  in  the  Back  Bay  Residential  District  do  not  function  as  posi- 
tive elements  vrlthin  the  area's  plan  and  foim,  and  even  larger  scale 
construction  completed  between  I89O  and  I93O  (usually  apartment  build- 
ings and  hotels)  does  not  seriously  alter  the  basic  character  of  the 
Back  Bay  block.  Only  two  buildings,  #29  Commonwealth  Avenue  (Haddon 
Hall)  and  ^|6  Arlington  Street,  ai*e  cited  in  the  1954  study  for  their 
adverse  effects  on  architectural  homogeneity  and  "visual  continuity  of 
I  the  district. 


c)  Catagorles  of  qualitative  ratings  for  specific  'buildings  have 
been  deliberately  avoided  in  this  repoat;  and  preseivation  of  an 
extensive  gix)up  of  speculatively  built,  but  veil  designed  and 
carefully  maintained  row  of  red  brick  houses  is  considered  to 
be  as  vital  to  the  character  of  the  district  as  any  individual 
Eonumsnt. 

TV.  t^rvey  Analysis: 

a)  General  observations — 

1.  Ma.jor  examples  and  conrplexes  of  architecturally  distinguished 
buildings  are  located  throughout  the  section  of  the  Back  Bay 
designated  as  the  Back  Bay  Residential  District  and  inscribed 
by  the  north  side  of  Beacon  Street  and  the  south  side  of  Common- 
vealth  Avenue  between  Arlington  Street  and  Charlesgate  East. 
West  of  Fairfield  Street  however,  and  particularly  vest  of 
Hereford,  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  concentra- 
tions of  notable  buildings  is  apparent,  and  the  north  side  of 
Coaanonvealth  Avenue  is  exceptional  because  it  is  the  only 
street  in  the  Residential  District  that  includes  substantial 
groups  of  significant  construction  as  far  vest  as  Charlesgate 
East, 

2.  Ttie  most  concentrated  groupings  of  notable  architecture  in 

the  Back  Bay  Residential  District  are  located  mthin  tvo  sections 
that  are  fairly  distinct  in  their  boundaries  and  architectural 
character: 

Area  A:  Bounded  by  the  north  side  of  Beacon  Street  and  the  south 
side  of  Comrnonvealth  Avenue  bet'V/een  Arlington  Street '©jid 
the  vest  side  of  Dartmouth  Street ^d  distinguished  by 
long  extensions  of  much  of  the  district's  finest  primary 
development,  The  French  Academic  styles  predominate,  but 
periodic  twentieth  century  replacements  of  considerable 
architectural  merit  are  also  apparent.  Blocks  are  fre- 
quently constructed  as  axTangements  of  red  brick  and 
bro^mstone  pavilion  plan  mansions  or  rows,  and  are  for 
the  most  part,  solidly  lined  vith  major  examples  of 
Back  Bay  architecture,  The  only  poartion  of  the  north 
side  of  Beacon  Street  that  remains  ^relatively  intact 
is  included  vithin  this  area. 

Area  B:  Extends  westerly  from  Dartmouth  Street  to  the  east  side 
of  Hereford  Street  between  the  south  side  of  Beacon 
and  the  north  side  of  Commonwealth  Avenue.  Unlike  Area  A, 
this  section  is  described  by  a  considei'able  variety  of 
architectural  styles  and  is  less  homogeneous  in  form, 
scale,  texture,  and  color.  Although  some  early  develop- 
ment is  apparent  (viz.  south  side  of  Beacon  Street),  its 
most  notable  architecture  dates  from  the  l880's  and  l890's 
and  includes  iniportant  excimples  of  the  several  historic 
revival  styles.  Building  materials  range  from  red  and 
buff  brick  to  broimstone,  limestone,  and  granite  and  sub- 
stantial sections  of  the  area  are  characterized  by 
construction  in  lightly  colored  stone. 


b)   Brief  Strect-by-Street  Descriptions! 
)  Longitudinal  Streets 

Beacon  Street- 


North  Side:  Architecturally  significant  and  relatively  intact 
from  Erabanloiient  Bload  to  Dartmouth  Street*  Construction  west  of 
Dartmouth  is  generally  less  distinguished  and  older  buildings 
have  been  extensively  altered  a.nd  replaced.  The  western  blocks 
do  however  retain  some  notable  architecture  and  ;f26t),  #310  and 
the  fine  group  of  structvires  located  between  Gloucester  and 
Hereford  Streets  do  merit  special  attention. 


South  Side:  Architecturally  notable  between  Arlington  and  Dart- 
mouth Streets  but,  unlike  the  north  side,  includes  much  import- 
ant construction  as  far  vjest  as  Hereford  Street.  Blocks  of  the 
greatest  architectural  merit  include--Arlington  to  Berkeley, 
Berkeley  to  Clarendon,  Clarendon  to  Dartmouth,  and  Gloucester  to 
Hereford, 


Marlborough  Street- 

Finest  architecture  located  betvraen  Arlington  and  Fairfield 
Streets  with  some  excellent  Qu.een  Anne  Revival  consti-uction 
extending  vfest  to  Massachusetts  Avenue. 


Commonvrealth  Avenue- 

North  Side:  Maintains  an  extraordinarily  high  proportion  of 
notable  architecture  from  Arlington  Street  to  Charlesgate  East 
vrith  only  a  single  imdistinguished  section  between  Hereford 
Street  and  the  Ames  Mansion  at  the  eastern  corner  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  Commonvrealth  Avenues,  Blocks  of  outstanding  merit 
are:  Arlington  to  Berkeley,  Berkeley  to  Clarendon,  Exeter  to 
Fairfield,  and  Gloucester  to  Hereford. 


South  Side:  Architectiirally  notable  from  Arlington  to  Exeter 
Street.  Many  of  the  v;esterly  blocks  are  characterized  by  a 
rather  shai^p  decline  iin  quality  but  som.e  very  prominent  ex- 
ceptions, i.e.  the  Burrage  Mansion  at  the  western  corner  of 
Hereford  Street,  are  apparent. 

Newbury  Street- 

All  blocks  either  substantially  altered  and  rebuilt  or  lined 
with  undistinguished  speculatively  built  rovr  houses.  Several 
monuments  do  however  reraain  and  of  special  note  is  the  complex 
of  Romanesque  Revival  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  inter- 
section of  Newbury  and  Exeter  Streets, 


Boylston  Street- 

Distinguished  only  by  a  series  of  notable  but  rather  isolated 
monur,^nts — viz.  The  Nev/  Old  South  Church,  Tennis  and  Racquet 
Club,  and  the  Police  and  Fire  Station, 


Cross  Streets;   (listings  only  for  those  streets  that  actually  do  in- 
elude. notable  buildings  vrith  cross  street  addresses) 

Arlington  Street- 

The  visual  proininence  and  architectural  importance  of  the  extant 
original  elenonts  of  the  street  facade  that  vras  designed  as  the 
formal  approach  to  the  Back  Bay  District  cannot  be  overstated. 
Of  particular  merit  are  the  elegojit  stone  blocks  at  #1-2-3^ 
#8-9-10  and  11,  and  the  Bates  Mansion  at  the  northvest  corner 
of  Commonuealth  Avenue  (#12).  Not  included  in  the  catalogue 
are  #h-5  which  do  remain  but  are  in  poor  condition  and  display 
additional  brick  stories,  and  #16-19,  vrhich  have  been  altered 
considerably. 


BerkeJ.ey  Street- 

Characterized  pi-imarily  by  the  Bomat  Teller  Store  and  the 
Victorian  Gothic  Unitaria^i  and  Congregational  churches.  Modest 
examples  of  Academic  rov;  housing  are  apparent  between  Beacon 
and  Marlborough  Streets  (;/300-/f30i;). 


Clarendon  Street- 

Includes  two  major  Richardson  buildings  (Trinity  Church  Rectory 
and  The  First  Baptist  Church),  sorae  V7ell  designed  and  handsomely 
detailed  Academic  rovr  housing  just  north  and  south  of  Marlborough 
Street  (#275-;f279;  //263-#267),  and  in  the  same  vicinity,  larger 
and  elaborately  ornamented  residences  dating  from  the  1870' s 
(3270,  TrZlh)   #278),  Clarendon  Street  is  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished of  the  District's  cross  streets  and  provides  the  longi- 
tudinal blocks  that  it  borders  \n.Vn.   a  continuing  environment  of 
notable  construction. 


Dartmouth  Street- 

Lined  with  monuinental  structures  of  considerable  architectural 
interest  from  the  alley  north  of  Marlborough  Street  to  Boylston

street  and  Copley  Square,  and  offering  as  well,  at  the  inter- 
sections vd-th  Ilarlborough  Street  and  the  north  side  of  Corrmion- 
vrealth  Avenuo,  an  extraordinary,"  group  of  Academic  Brick  mansions 
dating  fro:n  the  l870's.  Dartrr.outh  Street  should  be  considered 
in  total  as  an  essential  part  of  any  Back  Bay  or  city  preservation 
program. 

Exeter  Street- 

Of  note  is  the  brief  portion  of  the  street  extending  from  the 
north  side  of  Co:amom:ealth  Avenue  to  the  south  side  of  Marl- 
borough Street,  and  including  a  fine  group  of  red  brick  Academic, 
Queen  Anne,  and  Victorian  Gothic  buildings  (#17  and  19  Exeter 
Street,  ,y18  Exeter  Street,  and  ?fl?l  Commonwealth  Avenue). 

Fairfield  Street- 

Of  interest  is  the  group  of  unusual  Queen  Anne  houses  at  #8-10, 
#12  and  18,  and  the  relationship  of  these  to  the  brick  Romanesque 
Revival  buildings  at  #3U7  Beacon  Street  and  #16  Exeter  Street 
(latter  not  listed).  As  has  been  mentioned  previously,  the  in- 
tersection of  Exeter  and  Nevjbiuy  Streets  is  also  worthy  of 
special  attention. 


■Jfrin  this  report  the  Back  Bay  District  (Beacon  Street  south  to 
Boylston  betv:een  Arlington  Street  and  Charlesgate  East)  is 
distinguished  from  the  recently  defined  Back  Bay  Residential 
District  which  excludes  Nevzbury  and  Boylston  Streets,

BEACON    STREET 


Bnbankraent  Road  to  Berkeley  Street: 
North: 


#10U-116:  A  continuous  ro\r   of  seven  French  Academic 
brownstone  houses,  each  four-story  plus  mansard  and 
varying  from  two  to  four  bay,  designed  as  a  block  vrLth 
rusticated  basement,  continuous  cornice  line  and  re- 
peated facade  designs.  Built  in  1856,  this  row  repres- 
ents the  earliest  extant  construction  in  the  Back  Bay 
District. 


#118:  A  four-story,  three-bay.  Classical  Revival  house 
with  entire  facade  formed  as  an  elliptical  bay,  rusti- 
cated ground  floor,  and  long  slender  windov/s.  Designed 
by  Little  and  Broime  and  built  in  1907. 


#126-128:  A  pair  of  three-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay 
French  Academic  Bro\-mstone  row  houses  set  up  on  high 
rusticated  basements.  Designed  together  with  the  larger 
residence  at  #130  Beacon,  these  houses  are  characterized 
by  an  elaborate  ionic  portico,  ornate  cornice,  and  first 
floor  and  entry  overlaid  >ri.th  bands  of  verraiculated  ma- 
sonry. Constructed  in  1360  for  Jolin  Jeffries  and  Francis 
Manning. 


#130:  A  three-story  plus  mansard,  three-bay,  French 
Academic  bro^-mstone  house  designed  with  the  adjacent 
#126-128  Beacon  Street.  This  larger  corner  building  has 
a  central  entry  and  is  arranged  into  a  pavilion  plan  vjith 
octagonal  bay  to  the  left  and  slightly  projecting  triple 
window  mass  to  the  right.  Built  in  1861  for  Hollis 
Hunnevrell, 
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Arlington  Street  to  Berkeley: 
South: 


#101:  A  four-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay,  French  Academic 
bro;-mstone  row  house  set  on  a  high  basement  with  octagonal 
bay  and  arched  entry  supported  by  double  colonnettes. 
Built  in  1862,  it  stands  connected  to  the  following  brov/n- 
stone  row. 


#103-111:  A  row  of  five,  French  Academic  bromstone 
houses,  each  four-story  plus  mansard  and  tv;o-bay  and  set 
on  a  high  basement.  The  collective  facade  is  distinguished 
by  consecutive  arched  entranceuays,  scroll  trim  at  the 
doriiiers  and  sculptural  windovf  enf ramements .  Built  in  I863. 


#113-135:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay, 
French  Academic  broi-mstone  row  houses  with  high  basements 
and  first  floor  bays.  Although  slightly  higher  than 
#103-111,  this  pair  continues  the  long  perspective  of 
the  flat  brovmstone  facade.  Designed  by  N.  J.  Bradlee 
and  built  in  I863  for  John  Bradlee  and  the  architect. 


#117:  A  four-story  plus  mansard  French  Academic  brox-m- 
stone  row  house  with  high  basement  and  central  two-story 
oriel  supported  by  a  thick  engaged  ionic  colonnette 
adorned  with  incised  decoration.  Balustrade  crossing 
the  facade  at  the  second  floor  is  supported  by  elabor- 
ately carved  brackets.  Built  in  186U  for  C.  W.  Freeland. 


#127-129:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay, 
French  Academic  brovmstone  houses  with  hooded  dormers, 
arched  doorways  and  first  floor  vnLndows,  fine  detailing 
of  vmidow  enframements  and  elegant  stair  and  window 
balustrades.  Constructed  in  1862. 


#131-133:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  three-bay, 
French  Academic,  brownstone  row  houses  set  on  high  rus- 
ticated basements,  and  characterized  by  a  corinthian 
portico,  arched  first  floor  windows,  second  floor  oriels, 
and  handsomely  detailed  windovr  enframements.  Built  in 
1861  for  S.  Perkins. 
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#135-137:  A  pair  of  four-stor-y  plus  mansard,  two-bay,  French 
Academic  brick  and  brownstcne  houses  with  flat  facades,  second 
floor  oriels,  and  segmentally  arched  recessed  entryvfays.   Built 
in  l8t)0  for  S.  H.  Russell  and  Catherine  Gibson  and  designed  by 
Edward  Cabot.  #137  preserves  its  nineteenth  century  interior 
and  is  open  to  the  public  as  the  Gibson  Museum, 

#139-lUl:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay,  French 
Academic  brick  row  houses  with  brovmstone  portico  and  liindow  en- 
fraraements.  Built  in  i860,  these  houses  serve  as  the  model  for 
the  row  built  three  years  later  at  #103-111  Beacon  Street. 

#1U3-145:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  French  Academic 
brovmstone  houses  with  high  basements,  arched  first  floor  win- 
dow's, and  flat  facade.  Built  in  1861  for  J.  L,  Gardner. 

#1U7:  See  listing  for  #303  Berkeley  Street. 
Berkeley  Street  to  Clarendon: 

North: 

#132:  A  four-story  plus  mansard  French  Academic  brovmstone  house 
with  central  octagonal  bay.  Building  has  been  altered  ajid  entry  is 
nov:  at  ground  level  and  faces  Berkeley  Street,  Built  in  l86l, 

#1314:  A  four-story  plus  mansard,  three-bay,  French  Academic  broim- 
stone  row  house  vrith  flat  facade  and  rusticated  high  basement. 
Built  in  1860. 

#136-138:  A  pair  of  four-story,  two-bay,  French  Academic  brown- 
stone  houses  with  double  entry  porch.  Built  in  i860. 

#lUi;-lii6:  A  pair  of  three-story  plus  mansard,  three-bay  French 
Academic  brownstone  houses  with  flat  facades,  first  floor  balus- 
trades, and  an  unusual  placement  of  entrance  staircase  and  door- 
ways at  opposite  ends.  Built  in  i860  and  1863  in  the  sarae  design. 

#lil8:  A  four-story,  three-bay,  beige  brick  and  limestone,  Geor- 
gian Revival  house  with  facade  formed  as  an  elliptical  bay,  bal- 
ustrade above  the  main  cornice,  and  flat  roof.  Built  in  1913 
and  designed  by  Parker,  Thomas  and  Rice, 
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#150:  A  four-story,  five-bay,  limestone  Italian  Honais  ■ 
ssxt&e^  Roviva.1  house  with  two-story  ionic  pilasters  and 
garland  and  shield  ornament  set  in  arched  panels  over  the 
second  floor  windows.  Built  in  190k   by  A.  W.  Longfellov; 
for  E.  S.  Draper. 


#15U:  A  four-story,  two-bay,  French  Acaderoic  broimstcne 
house  id-th  mansard  roof  now  hidden  by  a  balustrade  and 
entire  facade  formed  as  a  single  elliptical  bay.  Of  spec- 
ial note  are  the  lush  foliated  details  of  window  keystones 
and  enframement  brackets,  and  the  graceful  high  central 
stairvray  that  leads  to  a  curved  balcony  and  entrance  arcade. 
Built  in  1861. 


#160:  A  four-story,  four-bay,  limestone.  Classical  Re- 
vival house  id.th  heavy  window  cornices  on  second  story, 
arched  doorway,  and  balustraded  flat  roof.  Built  in  1917. 


#166:  A  four-story,  three-bay,  brick  and  rough-faced 
brovmstone,  Romanesque  Revival  house  with  two-stoiy  oc- 
tagonal bay,  elaborately  carved  entry  arch,  and  colorful 
stonework  patterns  and  sundial  on  the  fourth  floor.  De- 
signed by  Cabot  and  Chandler  and  built  in  1882  for 
George  0.  Shattuck, 


#168:  A  four-story  plus  mansard,  three-bay,  French  Aca- 
demic brovmstone  house  with  central  octagonal  bay,  arched 
entry,  heavy  stringcourses  betvreen  floors,  and  pedimented 
and  segmentally  arched  window  enframements.  Built  in  1861. 

#170:  A  four-story,  three-bay,  limestone,  English  Georgian 
Revival  house  with  flat  facade,  rusticated  masonry  on  first 
floor,  arched  windows  on  second,  and  balustraded  roof.  De- 
signed by  Ogden  Codraan  and  built  in  1900  for  E.  H.  Gray. 
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Berkeley  Street  to  Clarendon: 


South : 


#1149-159:  A  continuous  row  of  six,  brick,  French  Academic 
rov;  houses,  each  four- story  plus  mansard,  and  two-bay,  with 
absolutely  flat  facade  relieved  by  the  brovmstone  window 
enfrsiuements  and  arched  entries,  A  subtle  pavilion  ar- 
rangement is  suggested  by  the  slight  projections  of  the 
cornice  lines  of  the  end  buildings.  Constructed  in  1861. 


#161-163:  A  pair  of  four-story,  two-bay,  French  Academic 
brovmstone  houses  with  mansard  roofs  and  continuous  bracket 
cornices.  Built  in  I863,  #l6l  has  a  two-story  oriel  and 
upper  floor  punctuated  vxith  arcaded  openings,  and  #163 
built  in  1871,  is  characterized  by  a  flat  facade  and  first 
floor  octagonal  bay. 


#165:  A  four-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay,  Brownstone 
Gothic  row  house  with  three-story  octagonal  bay.  Char- 
acterizing the  facade  are  the  pointed  arches  and  inset 
panels  decorated  with  trefoil  motives,  and  the  steep 
gable  vrhich  projects  beyond  the  main  cornices.  Built 
in  1869,  this  house  represents  the  best  exaraple  of  this 
unusual  Back  Bay  style. 


#169-171:  A  pair  of  four-story,  French  Academic,  brown- 
stone  rovr  houses  arranged  into  a  symetrical  block  with 
double  corinthiaji  portico  and  flanking  octagonal  bays. 
Facade  is  distinguished  by  elaborately  carved  window 
decoration,  balustraded  second  story,  scroll  trim  on 
dormers,  and  modillion  cornice.  Built  in  1866. 

#173:  A  four-story  plus  mansard,  French  Academic  brovm- 
stone house  with  entire  facade  formed  as  an  octagonal  bay 
and  ornate  detailing  on  window  and  dormer  enframements. 
Similar  in  style  to  the  adjacent  block  at  #169-171  and 
built  in  1866. 


#177-183:  Four-story  plus  mansard,  brick,  French  Academic 
row  houses  with  flat  facades  relieved  by  oriels  and  stone 
window  enframements.  Constructed  between  I863  and  I87I, 
all  of  these  buildings  are  of  similar  design. 
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#185-189:  A  rov/  of  French  Academic  brovmstone  row  houses 
ranging  from  three  to  four  stories  with  octagonal  bays  and 
mansard  roofs,  and  carved  classical  detailing  at  windows 
and  doorways.  Built  betvreen  1866  and  1872. 


#191-199:  A  group  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay, 
French  Academic  brovmstone  rov;  houses  V7ith  octagonal  bays 
and  double  entrancevfays .  #199  is  now  entered  from  Clar- 
endon Street.  All  built  betvreen  186?  and  1872  . 


Clarendon  Street  to  Dartmouth: 
North : 


#182-181;:  A  pair  of  four-story,  three-bay,  French  Aca- 
demic bro\7nstone  row  houses  with  mansard  roof  and  central 
double  entrance: . marked  by  a  tuscan  portico.  Built  in  1866 
for  J.  L.  Gardner  and  altered  in  19 13-19 lU  by  Arthur  Little, 


#188:  A  four-story  plus  mansard,  three-bay,  French  Aca- 
demic broxmstone  house  set  on  a  high  basement,  vri.th  cen- 
tral octagonal  bay,  heavy  stringcourses  betvreen  floors, 
and  balustrade  placed  over  first  story.  Built  in  1861;. 


#192-191;:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  brick,  French 
Academic  row  houses  designed  as  a  block  vdth  flat  facades, 
arched  doorv;ays,  second-story  oriels,  and  double  central 
windovjs  on  the  third  and  fourth  stories.

#210-216:  A  group  of  four,  two-bay  and  four-story  plus 
mansard  French  Academic  brick  and  stone  houses  set  on 
high  basements,  #21U-216  are  very  similar  in  design  to 
#192-1;  Beacon  Street,  Built  in  I863. 
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#226-228:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  two-hay, 
French  Academic  brovmstone  rovr  houses  vdth  flat  facades 
and  high  basements.  Intact  at  #226  is  the  original  en- 
trance described  by  an  arched  doonvay  set  within  a  pedi- 
ment supported  by  pilasters  and^on  the  interior,  a 
liixuriously  detailed  entry  hall  and  staircase.  Both 
buildings  were  constinacted  in  1861;  for  George  Upham.

Academic  stone  row  houses  organized  into  a  pavilion  form 
with  a  slight  protrustion  of  the  tvjo  end  buildings.  This 
group  is  characterized  by  its  flat  facades,  oriel  windows, 
and  high  basements.  Built  in  1869. 


#231-233:  A  pair  of  Academic  brick  row  houses  built  in 
the  same  year  as  #223-229  and  continuing  the  flat  facades 
and  cornice  and  roof  lines  of  that  preceding  row. 


#239-2^1:  A  group  of  seven  Academic  brick  rovf  houses, 
three  and  four-story,  and  two-bay  vrith  stone  basement  and 
first  floor.  Row  is  arranged  into  pairs  with  double  stone 
entranceways  (except  #239)  and  is  organized  under  con- 
tinuous foliate  and  dentil  cornice.  Constructed  between 
1868  and  1869 ,

#266:  A  three-story,  four-bay,  limestone,  I Lullaii  ^Rottaj-s- 
saa^oe  Revival  house  v;ith  mansard  roof  and  balustrade. 
Distinguishing  the  facade  are  the  two-story  fluted  pilas- 
ters, swag  panels  set  between  the  second  ajid  third  floors, 
carved  lion  heads  under  the  cornice,  and  vermiculated 
basement.  Built  for  Elizabeth  Skinner  in  1886  and 
designed  by  Shaw  and  Hunnewell, 


#263-269:  A  group  of  four  Academic  stone  row  houses,  each 
four-story  plus  mansard,  and  two-bay,  with  flat  facades. 
A  pavilion  arrangement  is  suggested  by  the  slight  project- 
ion of  the  end  buildings  and  the  symetrical  arrangement  of 
the  oriels.  Block  is  further  characterized  by  a  prolific 
use  of  quoin  decoration  at  the  windows,  doors,  and  party 
walls.  Built  in  I87I.

#300:  A  three-storj"-  plus  nansard,  two-bay,  brick,  French 
Academic  row  house  with  flat  facade,  arched  entry,  high 
basement,  and  ground  floor  oriel.

Vfith  eliptical  bay  and  flat  balustraded  roof.  Designed  by 
Feabody  and  Stearns  and  built  in  I903,

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#322:  A  three-story  plus  mansard,  three-Day,  bro'.mstone, 
Academic  house  with  central  oriel  vrindow  and  ground  floor 
articulated  with  fluted  columns  and  pilasters.  Built  in 
1877  after  designs  by  Snell  and  Gregerson. 


#299:  A  three-story,  three-bay,  Academic  brick  house  vrith 
mansard  roof  and  rounded  bays  flanlting  a  classical  entrance 
portico.  This  house  forms  a  block  with  the  rov:  houses  at 
#1-3-5  Exeter  Street  (see  Cross  Street  listings),  and  was 
built  in  1870  for  G.  Wheatland. 


#311-319:  A  block  of  three-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay. 
Academic  brovmstone  row  houses  arranged  into  a  pavilion 
plan  viith  octagonal  bays  flanking  a  row  of  flat  facades 
and  slightly  projected  central  building  differentiated 
>rith  high  mansard  and  arched  dormer  windov;.  Built  in 
1871-2. 


#321-325 :  Three  row  houses  identical  in  style  to  the  pre- 
ceding pavilion  form  block  and  characterized  by  flat  two- 
bay  facades  and  second  floor  oriel  windovjs.  Riilt  in 
1871-2. 

#3U7:  A  three-story,  five-bay,  brick  and  rusticated  brown- 
stone  Romanesque  Revival  house  located  on  the  southeast 
corner  of  Beacon  and  Fairfield  Streets.  Characterizing  the 
style  of  the  building  are  the  heavy  masonry  arches,  foliate 
panels,  and  elaborately  carved  entry  arch.  This  building 
is  particularly  well  related  to  the  Queen  Anne  brick  houses 
at  #8-10  and  #12  Fairfield  Street.  Built  in  1881;  after 
designs  by  J.  H.  Besarick.

Aca- 
demic brick  row  houses  arranged  into  pairs  with  stone  en- 
tries and  flanking  octagonal  bays.  Miniriium  detailing  in- 
cludes plain  stone  window  sills  and  lintels  and  a  flat  brick 
band  set  under  the  continuous  bracket  cornice.  Built  in  1869 . 


Gloucester  Street  to  Hereford:

#ill2:  A  five-story  (two  uppermost  stories  were  added  in 
1927),  three-bay,  limestone,  Italian  Renaissance  Revival 
house  set  on  a  high  rusticated  basement  which  presently 
serves  as  the  entrance  level.  Detailing  is  concentrated 
at  the  original  cornice  and  in  the  architraves  of  the 
bracketed  first  floor  window  enf ramenents .  Designed  by 
Shaw  and  Hunnewell  and  built  in  1887  for  Charles  Head. 


#U20:  A  three-story,  four-bay,  limestone,  Italian  Renais- 
sance Revival  house  with  entrance  set  between  the  first 
floor  and  the  basement.  The  detailing  includes  the  use  of 
quoins,  roof  balustrade,  heavy  cornice,  and  bands  of  carved 
garlands,  urns,  and  floral  motives  set  alongside  of  the  en- 
try. Designed  by  Peabody  and  Stearns  and  built  in  1892. 

#ii22:  A  five-story,  three-bay,  stone,  Georgian  Revival 
(Adams  Style)  house  with  flat  roof,  flat  facade,  rusticated 
walls  on  the  first  two  stories,  and  inset  sviag   panels. 
Designed  by  Little  and  Broime  and  built  in  1899. 


South : 
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#U2U-Ii26:  A  pair  of  four-story  plus  mansard,  two  and 
three  bay,  stone  rov;  houses  designed  in  a  baroque  Beaux 
Arts  architectural  style.  Built  in  190U,  the  assertive 
sculptural  detailing  and  massing  clearly  differentiate 
the  French  style  of  these  buildings  from  the  earlier  man- 
ner which  dominated  Back  Bay  construction  during  the 
I860's  and  1870's,  Designed  by  J.  H.  Schvreinfurth. 


#U03-U09:  Three  French  Academic  brick  row  houses,  each 
three-story  plus  mansard  and  two  bay,  with  stone  door  and 
idjidow  enf ramements .  Designed  by  Snell  and  Gregerson  and 
built  in  1867,  these  houses  were  originally  part  of  a 
pavilion  plan  block  that  extended  from  the  Gloucester 
Street  corner. 


#U13-U17:  A  row  of  three,  two-bay  and  three-story,  brick, 
French  Academic  row  houses  ;-rith  flat  roofs,  stone  base- 
ments, and  deeply  recessed  arched  entries.  #U17  has  been 
altered,  with  the  addition  of  a  fanlight  doorway.  Built 
in  1867. 


#hl9-U31s  A  row  of  three-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay. 
Academic  brick  houses  arranged  into  pairs  (except  for 
#ii31  v/hich  is  attached  to  //12  Hereford  Street)  with 
flanking  octagonal  bays  and  double  brovmstone  entries. 
This  group  of  buildings  is  aliaost  identical  in  form  and 
detailing  to  the  row  constructed  at  #381-395  Beacon 
Street,  Built  in  1369.

The  original  build- 
ing is  the  s\T;ietrical  four-bay  corner  structure  built 
in  1871  after  designs  by  Nilliaja  Gibbons  Preston.   The 
larger  and  elaborately  massed  portion  was  added  in  1831 
and  xras  designed  by  J.  F.  Ober. 


#176-178^  A  pair  of  brick  and  bro;mstone  houses  each

Brick  house  with  octagonal  bay  and  brovmstone  porch  and 
window  enfraraements.  Built  in  1868. 


#72-80:  A  group  of  five  French  Academic  brick  row  houses 
with  mansard  roofs,  each  four-story  and  one  or  tv;o  bay, 
designed  as  a  block  and  articulated  into  a  pavilion  plan 
by  projecting  octagonal  bays  vriiich  enclose  a  flat  central 
section.  Built  in  1866  and  designed  by  Charles  Kirby. 

#82  and  #86:  A  pair  of  three-story,  three  and  two  bay, 
Ruskin  Gothic  row  houses  vri. th  octagonal  bays,  projecting 
porches  and  mansard  roofs.  These  buildings,  joined  by  a 
continuous  cornice  supported  by  carved  modillions,  are 
stylistically  characterized  by  polychromatic  masonry, 
decorative  stonework  patterns,  colonnettes  in  window  and 
door  enframements  and  recessed  pointed  arches.  Built  in 
1876  and  1872  respectively,  and  designed  by  Sturgis  and 
Brigliam. 
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#90:  A  three-story  plus  rarnsard,  three-bsy,  Academic 
Brick  house  vrLth  single  octagonal  bay,  classically  de- 
tailed stone  entry  norch  and  bracket  cornice.   Built  in

#92:  A  three-story  plus  mansard,  three-bay,  Academic 
Brick  house  vath  flanking  octagonal  bays,  brick  cornice, 
stone  xjindoxiT  lintels  and  sills,  and  elaborate  chiraney 
end  facing  Clarendon  Street.

This  large,  free- 
standing brick  block,  five  bays  square  and  two  to  three 
stories  plus  nansai'd  in  height,  is  divided  into  three 
separate  dwellings.   The  llarlborough  Street  facade  has 
tvro  octagonal  bays  flanking  ohe  three-bay  central  area 
which  is  articulated  by  a  classical  entrance  with  paired 
coliums  and  a  Palladian'  vrindow  on  the  second  story.  The 
facade  of  ?/326  Dartraouth  Street,  two  stories  plus  man- 
sard in  height,  occupies  the  three  central  bays  of  the 
east  facade  and  echoes,  on  a  sriiall':r  scale,  the  flanlcing 
bay  and  protruding  entrance  porch  design  of  #l63  Marl- 
borough. #328  Dartraouth  occupies  only  the  end  octagonal 
bay  on  the  street  facade  and  is  three-stories  plus  nan- 
sard  high.   The  architectural  c'etailing  on  these  three 
houses  has  been  executed  with  unusual  delicacy  and  is  of 
consistently  high  quality.  The  Cushing-Sndicott  .House 
has  been  described  as  the  best  exainple  of  the  French 
Acadoraic  brick  style  in  the  Back  Bay.   Designed  by 
Snell  and  Gregerson  and  constructed  in  I67I. 


#183-185:  A  pair  of  four-story,  two- bay,  brick  roi: 
houses  designed  by  Peabody  and  Stearns  and  built  in  I883 
and  I581t  respectively.  Both  stru.ctures  are  organized 
into  the  seme   floor  heights  and  share  a  balustraded 
roof  line,  but  7^163  has  an  octagonal  hp.y,   no  xri_ndovj  en- 
framements,  and  a  Federal  style  doorx/ay,  and  #16^  dis- 
plays a  bow  front,  rusticated  masonry,  projecting  windovr 
enf rameiiients .  and  a  stone  entrance  arch.   Particularly 
well  related  to  this  pair  are  the  four-stcry,  bov;  fronted, 
brick,  Ciueen  Anne  buildings  at  ;;'179-l8l. 


South : 
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#191:  A  single,  three-story,  tvxo-bay  Ruskin  Gothic  house 
of  brick  and  Nova  Scotia  stone.   The  facade  is  described 
by  its  squared  tvro-story  bay,  steep  fable,  pitched  roof, 
and  round  arched  entrance  porch  vrith  handsome  X'jrought 
iron  grill  and  carved  stone  railing.   This  house,  built 
in  1831,  and  desiraed  by  Carl  Fehner,  is  regarded  as  the 
finest  example  of  the  Ruskin  Gothic  style  in  the  Back  Bay. 


#l6U:  A  three-story,  three-bay,  brick  house  \irith  mansard 
roof  and  brick  basG:ment.   Constructed  in  I67I  for  Kather- 
ine  Croiminshield,  this  building  is  the  only  extant  pri- 
vate residence  in  the  Back  Bay  designed  by  H.  H.  Richard- 
son and  is  distinguished  by  his  imaginative  brickv;ork  on 
the  two-story  entrance  portico  and  chiriiney  end.   The 
Croi-minshield  House  is  connected  to  and  forras  a  block 
with  the  neighboring  buildings  at  ,;'312  and  #31^  Dartmouth 
Street. 


#178:  A  single,  three-story,  tvro-bay  brick  row  house  ^lith 
mansard  roof,  two-story  octagonal  bay  and  elaborate  gable. 
The  facade  is  characterized  by  the  carved  brick  panels  and 
moulded  brick  trim  associated  ■'.■ri.th  the  i^een  Anne  Revival. 
Designed  by  Cabot  and  Chandler  and  built  in  1379 # 


#188:  A  three-story,  three-bay,  brick  and  stone  house 
mth  flat  facade,  second  floor  oriel,  and  mansard  roof 
(and  later  addition  of  a  fourth  floor).   The  facade  is 
distinguished  by  the  irregularly  shaped  and  roughly 
textured  rusticated  blocks  of  the  ground  floor  and  base- 
ment, the  pressed  copper  surfaces  of  the  oriel,  and  the 
glass  pattern  of  the  "fanlight"  doorway.   Designed  by 
Sturgis  and  Brighton  and  constructed  in  188U.

#22^-231:  A  row  of  four,  three-story,  tvjo-bay  Academic 
brick  houses  with  flat  facades,  second  floor  oriels,  and 
steep  mansa.rd  roofs.  Built  in  1573. 
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#233-239:  a  row  of  four  Academic  stone  houses,  each 
three-story  plus  mansard  and  two-bay  \j±th   flat  facades, 
second  floor  oriel,  ssgmentally  arched  ground  floor 
openings,  and  bracket  cornice.  Built  in  l87ii. 


#257:  A  four-story,  three-bay,  brick,  Queen  Anne  house 
with  rusticated  first  and  second  floors,  bow  front,  upper 
story  treated  as  a  loggia  formed  vri. th  thick  colonnettes, 
and  hipped  roof.  Constructed  in  I883  after  designs  by 
Cabot  and  Chandler. 


#259-275:  A  row  of  four-story,  bow  fronted.  Queen  Anne 
brick  and  stone  houses  constructed  between  I88U  and  I887 
and  designed  by  three  different  architects.  These  houses 
provide  visual  extension  to  the  buildings  at  #251-255  and 
complete  this  fine  block  of  houses  constructed  during  the 
1880' s.

#370:  A  three-story  plus  mansard,  two-bay,  brick.  Queen 
Anne  row  house  characterized  by  a  lively  pattern  of  arched 
openings,  large  pediment"-%able,  and  slightly  projecting 
squared  bay.

#380:  A  two-story,  three-bay,  brick,  'Queen  Anne  house 
with  curved  Dutch  gables,  mansard  roof,  and.  arched  door- 
viay  asymetrically  flanked  by  the  masses  of  a  square 
single- story  bay  and  tvro-story  octagonal  bay.

Chapel  to  the  vjest  of  the  church  was 
added  ca.  1920. 


Central  Congregational  Church; — Church  of  the  Covenant,   (at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Berkeley  Street. )  A  puddingstone  Academic  Gothic 
Revival  church  designed  by  t^-.e  Nev;  York  architect  Richard  Upjohn. 
Characterizing  the  building  is  the  high  corner  tower  ^irith  its  slender 
silhouette  and  narro;:  pointed  arched  openings,  the  arcaded  porch 
facing  Berkeley  Street,  and  the  stone  buttressing  along  the  north 
and  south  flanks  of  the  nave.  Built  in  1366. 


#109:  A  two-story,  three-bay,  brick,  Ruskin  Gothic  house  vrith  high 
central  gable,  polychrome  masonry,  and  elliptical  bays  formed  as 
tovjers  and  capped  with  conical  roofs.  Designed  by  C.  A.  Cuinmings 
for  his  ovm  residence  and  built  in  1871.   Building  has  been  altered 
for  retail  uses. 


#1U7:   (and  #2??  Dartmouth  Street);   A  three-story,  Ruskin  Gothic 
brick  building  set  on  a  rusticated  stone  basement  ;id.th  octagonal 
bays  and  oriels  fashioned  into  towers  and  turrets,  long  narrow 
openings,  and  stoiie  courses  set  bet";een  floors.   Designed  by  J.  P. 
Putnam  for  his  oxm  residence  and  constructed  in  I87S.  Building  has 
been  altered  and  is  now  occupied  by  Joseph's  restaurant. 


Tflhh:     Hotel  Victoria.  A  six-story,  brick  apart!:.ent  block  designed 
by  John  L.  Faxon  and  built  in  1666,   Facade  broken  into  a  series  of 
square,  octagonal,  and  narroiv  rounded  bays  and  characterized  by  a 
crenelated  roofline,  first  and  second  floor  vjindows  displa;^d.ng 
graceful  ogee  arches,  and  terracotta  open-V7ork  patterns  modelled 
after  B>-zantine  ornament. 


#152:  (and  #270  Dartmouth  Street).  Bryant  and  Stratton  School, 
formerly  the  Boston  Art  Club.  A  three-story,  five-bay,  brick  and 
brovmstone  clubhouse  described  by  Bainbridge  Bunting  as  the  most 
elaborate  example  of  the  .'^een  Aiine  style  in  the  Back  Bay.  Designed 
by  IJilliarn  R.  Emerson  and  built  in  lo3l,  the  Club  is  distin-ruished 
by  its  broad  proportions,  four-story  corner  tower,  inset  panels  of 
terracotta  floral  decoration  and  central  masses  formed  as  Dutch  gables. 
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)  ^178i:      Coll8:;:e  of  Qptoiiietry,  fornerly  the  Horace  Hann  School. 

V  A  tuo-story,  three-bay,  red  bricl:,  rusticated  brovnistone  and  granite, 

■^  Romanesque  Revival  building  set  on  a  high  basement  '.-rith  central  arched 

stone  entry  flanked  by  jamb  colonnettes,  asymetrically  placed  pointed 
gable,  and  stair'.j'ay  set  out  in  front  of  the  facade.   Designed  by  A.  H. 
Vinal  and  built  in  1556. 

#201:   Prince  School.  A  three-story,  nine-bay,  Acadenic  brick  and 
bro'.'mstone  building  vjith  central  arched  stoiie  entry  and  syinetrically 
arranged  pavillion  plan.   Built  in  1^75  and  designed  by  G.  A.  Clough. 

#20)4:  Department  of  Education,  formerly  the  Massachusetts  Nornal  Art 
School.  A  massive  three-story,  brick  and  brovmstone  Romanesque  Re- 
vival building  with  steeply  pitched  hipped  roof,  pointed  corner 
gables,  brovmstone  entry  arch,  and  heavy  brovmstone  courses  set  between 
floors.  Built  in  I883  and  designed  by  Hartwell  and  Richardson.

NetJ  Old  South  Church  (at  the  northwest  corner  of  Dartnouth  and  Boyl- 
ston  Streets}.  A  puddingstone  Ruskin  Gothic  church  vrith  tall  cssn- 
panile  placed  on  the  vjesterly  facade  and  domed  nave  crossing.   Built 
in  lo73  after  design  by  Cummings  and  Sears j  the  church  is  Ft'^li-^tically 
described  by  numerous  slender  pointed  arched  openings j  rose  vrindovrsj 
polychrome  masonry  detailing,  ajid  external  stone  buttressing.   The 
adjacent  Parish  House  (/f^hS   Boylston  Street)  iras  designed  by  the  same 
architects  and  built  in  l!:;72.

covered  ;ri.th  Chateauesque  pressed  netal  decoration  including  shell 

cornice  and  foliated  vrindow  enframements .  Built  in  lo65  and  nov: 
occupied  by  Bachrach  photographers. 


#939:   Tennis  and  Ra.cquet  Club.  A  five-story,  fifteen  by  ten  bay, 
brick  and  granite  clubhouse  d'esigned  by  Parker,  Thomas  and  Rice, 
Constructed  in  190li,  the  building  is  characterized  by  its  hipped 
roof  with  overhanging  eaves  supported  by  heavy  stone  brackets, 
unbroken  expanses  of  brick  wall  set  off  by  rows  of  small  repetitive 
openings  and  granite  entry  sunriounted  by  a  balcony.

A  five-by-five  bay  bro-.mstone  church 
strongly  influenced  in  style  by  English  Georgian,  Italian 
and  French  Academic  sources  and  described  by  a  gambrel 
roofed  nave,  tall  graceful  steeple,  classically  detailed 
projected  entry  porch,  and  exterior  articulated  by  a 
system  of  tuscan  pilasters  and  arched  openings.   Completed 
in  1850  and  designed  by  Arthur  Oilman.

Characterizing 
the  building  are  alternating  stone  and  brick  courses  on 
the  basement  and  first  floors,  an  elaborately  formed  chira- 
ney  and  chimney  end,  and  the  un traditional  design  of  the 
dormers  and  the  bracket  cornice.   Built  in  I87O  for  F.  W, 
Kunnewell. 


#27ii:  A  two-story  plus  mansard,  five-bay.  Academic  Brick 
house  id.th  octagonal  bays  and  characterized  by  free  vari- 
ations on  classical  detailing  and  decorative  panel  brick- 
V70rk  as  displayed  on  the  chimney  end.  Built  in  1872, 


i^270:  A  three-story,  five-bay,  brick  house  with  central 
entry,  elaborately  detailed  oriel  and  donner  windows, 
and  colorful  brick  and  stone  patterns  on  vri.ndovj  lintels 
and  steeply  pointed  gables.  Designed  by  IJeston  and  Rand 
and  built  in  I873, 


^263-267:  A  group  of  three-story  plus  mansard,  two  and 
three  bay,  brick  row  houses  v:ith  stone  trim,  recessed 
entries,  and  flat  facades  relieved  by  second  floor  oriel 
windovjs.   Forms  a  block  with  #92  Marlborough  Street.   Built 
in  1870. 


#233:   Trinity  Church  Rectoj-y.  A  three-story,  seven-bay, 
brick  and  bromistone  Romanesque  Revival  building  designed 
in  1879  by  H.  H.  Richardson  and  characterized  by  its  broad 
proportions,  wide  stone  entry  arch,  corner  gables,  and 
inset  terracotta  foliate  panels.   Third  floor  was  added 
in  1893,  but  roofline  vjas  reconstructed  according  to  the 
original  design.

Built  in  I87O,  these 
buildings  form  a  block  v/ith  #299  Beacon  Street. 


Academic  brick  house  idth 
arched  recessed  entrance,  centrally  placed  Palladian  win- 
dovj,  and  heavy  stone  cornices.   Indicative  of  the  late  date 
for  this  style  are  the  carved  svrags  set  into  squared  pan- 
els, the  tripartite  xdndov/s  on  the  first  floor  and  the 
flat  roof.
